LONDON—A jammed House of Commons listened intently today 
as Foreign Minister Ernest Bevin announced the Government's long- 
awaited statement of policy on Palestine, and reported that the U.S. 
Government had agreed to the formation of an Anglo-American in- 
quiry commission to study the question of the Jews in Europe and 
their emigration to Palestine. 

“I stake my political future on solving of the Palestine problem, 
but not within the limited sphere as presented here,” Mr. Bevin told 
the members of Parliament following an address in which he out- 
lined the functions of the enquiry committee, which were simul- 
taneously announced in Washington by President Truman. 

He revealed that the British Government proposes to deal with the 
Palestine problem in the following three stages: 

1. Consulting with the Arabs with a view to continuing present 
immigration to Palestine. 

2. Exploring with the parties concerned the possibility of other 
temporary arrangements. 

3. Preparing a permanent and, if possible an agreed solution for 
submission to the United Nations. 

The Foreign Secretary stressed that the course which the British 
Government proposes “to pursue in the immediate future” will “in 
no way prejudice either the action to be taken on the recommenda- 
tions of the committee of inquiry, or the terms of the trusteeship 
agreement, which will supercede the existing mandate, and will there- 
fore control ultimate policy in regard to Palestine. 

Bevin’s speech stressed the “dual obligation” of Britain to the 
Arabs and Jews and said “the lack of any clear definition of this dual 
obligation has been the main cause of the trouble which has been 
experienced in Palestine during the past 25 years.” He asserted that 
it had been “impossible” to find common ground between the Arabs 
and the Jews, alleging that “the differences in religion and language 
in cultural and social life in ways of thought and conduct are dif- 
ficult to reconcile.”

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Czechs Give Choice to Some, 
But Jews May Have to Emigrate

to the USSR will probably have to leave Czechoslovakia since the 
Government is not likely to recognize their option, the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency was told by a high official of the Home Ministry. 
Up to now, the authorities have been accepting options from these 


Jews on a provisional basis. 


Pointing out that the Czechoslovak-Russian agreement granted 
the right to choose Czechoslovak citizenship to Czechs and Slovaks 
of Carpatho-Russia, the official said that the omission of Jews’ from 
the pact was probably a corollary to the aim of the Government that 
there be no national minorities in liberated Czechoslovakia. 


NOT MERELY OVERSIGHT 


According to this official, the omission of Jews from the Czecho- 
slovak-Russian treaty is not likely to have been an oversight, since a 
similar Polish-Russian treaty mentions Jews specifically. He said 
that he believed it was a mistake to grant Carpatho-Russian Jews 
provisional rights to elect Czechoslovak citizenship since this is not 
provided for in the pact and could be interpreted as an unfriendly 
act by the Soviet Union. 


At the same time that he stressed that should the options by the 
Jews not be recognized by the Government, they may be asked to 
leave Czechoslovakia, he said they will not be forced to return to 
Carpatho-Russia which is now a part of the Soviet Ukraine. They 
will be permitted to emigrate to any country, if possible Palestine. 


On the pretext that it believes in giving “friendly advice” to the 
Jews, the “Svobodny Varnsdorf,” a provincial Czech newspaper which 
is the official organ in Varnsdorf of the four Czech political parties, 
publishes a lengthy article warning that “the Czechs, who did much 
for Jews during the Protectorate regime, are now dissatisfied with 
Jewish behavior.” 


WOULD HAVE BEEN QUISLINGS 


The article, which is replete with anti-Jewish slurs, states that if 
the Nuremberg Laws had not been instituted in the Protectorate, 
Jews would have constituted eighty percent of the informers and 
collaborators. It charges that Jews abroad preferred office jobs and 
had reported for service with the Czech forces only when it became 
obvious that the war was almost over. This, the paper alleges, is 
proven by the small number of Jewish dead and wounded. The ar- 
ticle concludes by emphasizing that only those Jews can claim 
privileges who actually fought.

The American Jewish Conference, organized by the overwhelming majority of 


American Jews wih the cooperation of sixty national Jewish organizations, was 
formed to act for American Jewry in connection with the postwar status of Jews in 
Europe and the rights of the Jewish people with respect to Palestine. Its purpose 
was to unify and coordinate the endeavors of American Jewry and to influence in- 
ternational public action in the interests of the Jewish people. In futhering this ob- 
jective the Conference has done its best to respect minority viewpoints among its 


own constituents in order to maintain a united Jewish front. 


The American Jewish Conference feels, however, that it cannot remain silent in 
view of certain public activities conducted recently by minority groups whose pri- 
mary purpose seems to be to weaken the cause of the Jewish people which the 
Amrican Jewish Conference, as representative of the overwhelming majority of the 


Jews of America, is engaged in furthering. 


For the past months the majority of American Jews, led by the American Jew- 
ish Conference and by the American Zionist Emergency Council, have concentrated 
their efforts to break the political impasse surrounding Jewish claims to Palestine 
and to force a favorable political decision, so that the doors of Palestine might be 
opened at once to the tens of thousands of Jews lingering in the concentration camps 


of Europe. 


A NATIONWIDE campaign was organized and launched. 
groups were enlisted in support of Jewish demands. Discussions took place in the 
House and Senate. Representatives and Senators were visited by their constituents 
to urge their support of the Jewish cause. Never before had public opinion mani- 
fested itself with such force and fervor, drawing in such vast numbers and such 
varied elements of our citizenry. In short, through the efforts of organized Jewry, all 
elements of public opinion were marshalled to act upon the grave situation affect-

JERUSALEM—Unknown to the majority of 
music lovers and musicians in Palestine, the col- 
lective settlements in the country have organ- 
zed a rural Symphony Orchestra. Known as 
the “Jordan Valley Symphony Orchestra,” it 
Consists of some 40 musicians from settlements 
all Over the country.

A Syrian Jew, who had allegedly entered Palestine 


illegally, was freed this week from police custody by a crowd of 2,000 
who mauled the policeman guarding him. 

The Jew, whose name is not known, was being taken to his quar- 
ters in the Hatikvah section of Tel Aviv to pick up his belongings 


before being transferred to a sub- 
urb between Tel Aviv and Jaffa. 

When he reached the heart of 
the Hatikvah section he began 
shouting: “Help, I am an illegal. 
I am going to be deported.” A 
crowd gathered immediately and 
forced the policeman accompany- 
ing the youth to release him. A 
police car bringing  reinforce- 
ments was stoned and the police 
left without arresting anyone. 

The Arab News Agency reports 
from Damascus that Syrian bor- 
der police have arrested five Jews 
who were attempting to slip into 
Palestine. 

Meanwhile, a Jewish settler 
from a new colony near the Syr- 
ian border was held up by a unit 
of the Transjordan’ Frontier 
Force, which attempted to force- 
ibly transfer him to Lebanon on 


the ground that he was an illegal 
immigrant. The settler resisted 
and was beaten in the ensuing 
struggle. Eventually, he 
vinced a sergeant commanding 
the unit that he was not an illegal 
immigrant.

Because of his dominant position in the African in- 
dustrial world he was nick-named the “Uncrowned King 
of the Congo.” 

Taking his great fortune with him, Barman relocated 
in Belgium. There he became a leader in Jewish philan- 
thropic circles. He was an ardent Zionist and he con- 
tributed generously of his energy and his material wealth 
towards the cause that he espoused. 

He met his end suddenly, unexpectedly, and dramatic 
ally, when he was shot to death by a fanatic. 

It is an interesting sidelight on the eminence that Bar- 
man attained, to know that today, in the entire Belgian 
Congo, there are only one-hundred and seventy-seven 
Jews.

7T THIS time when it’s so difficult to be 
lieve that five years have passed since 
the death of Jabotinsky it is opportune to com- 
re Jabotinsky’s Zionist philosophy with the 
‘militant Zionism” of his former opponents. 
The purpose of this article is not to claim 
credit for that wing in Zionism which has for 
year's warned that a colossal earthquake is 
pound to envelop entire European Jewry; that 
evacuation is the only miracle which can save 
them! Let the future historian weary his head 
as to who outlined the blue-print for the Jew- 
jsh renaissance in Palestine—Jabotinsky or 
Weizmann. We are primarily concerned with 
the question whether the World Zionist Or- 
anization and particularly the “Militantists” 
of the ZOA, have actually adopted the political 
program of Jabotinsky, or whether the Bilt-

WHAT HAS BEEN the “concession” on the 
part of the WZO to the ever growing dissatis- 
fied Jewish masses? The Biltmore program 
eradicated the once conventional slogan “Jew- 
ish National Home” and substituted for it “Jew- 
ish Commonwealth.” The very fact that this 
new slogan does not satisfy the Mizrachi and 
the Jewish State Party is sufficient proof that 
liguistically speaking the term “Common- 
wealth” is just as ambiguous as the old fash- 
ioned “National Home,” constantly used by the 
opponents of State Zionism. 

In other words, while many Zionist jour- 
nals and orators may often dare to utter 
the demand for a Jewish State in an unofficial 
capacity, one will, nevertheless seek in vain 
for this very phrasing in official resolutions 
and memoranda. If one will accuse the writer 
that in going into such linguistic niceties, 
he is merely quibbling, he may refer the critic 
to the same accusations hurled at Jabotinsky 
at the Congresses when the wording “Jewish 
National Home” was still conventional. 

Perhaps at some future date, the same Zion- 
ists will be convening in another hotel and 
draw up a new program, in which they will fi- 
nally declare that the ultimate aim of Zion- 
ism is the creation of a Jewish State in Pal- 
estine on both sides of the Jordan. This pres- 
ent political cowardice of ours, which expresses 
itself in stating our demands piecemeal, is re- 
sponsible for our greatest defeats in Palestine.

ISN'T IT IRONICAL that the strongest 
arguments against Zionism by our British op- 
ponents are copied verbatim from the speeches 
of Weizmann during his crusade against Jab- 
otinsky? May I be permitted to refer to the 
last issue of the Menorah Journal in which 
the British anti Zionist Sir John Simpson 
quotes the-following from one of Dr. Weiz- 
man’s speeches? 

“The Arabs must be made to feel by deed 
as by word, that whatever the future numeri- 
cal relationships of the two nations in Pal- 
estine, we on our part contemplate no politi- 
cal domination (emphasis mine). But they 
must also remember that we, on our side, will 
hever submit to any political domination”. 

It is needless to add that such political 
cowardice on the part of a Zionist leader is 
bound to leave the impression with the Eng- 
lish—even pro Zionists—that a people which 
cannot rise to demand a State for itself, 
which is possessed by every normal nation be- 
ginning with the smallest and humblest, such 
nation cannot be relied upon in a decisive mo- 
ment.

A plea for only 100,000 certificates for a 
people whose disaster is of historic magnitude 
reduces Palestine to just one of the havens 
of refuge; it is not the solution to Jewish home- 
lessness. 

Demanding ‘100,000 certificates in order 
to bring about a democratic Jewish Common- 
wealth” is a piecemen process: “a cow after 
a cow”. A demand for 100,000 certificates has 
the same Zionist validity as a demand on the 
part of our liberal legislators to liberalize our 
immigration laws for an increased quota of 
immigrants. It is refugee work, not State 
Zionism!

JABOTINSKY HAMMERED against such 
disastrous plans way back in 1933. It was just 
after Hitler’s rise to power that the Zionist 
Congress convened in Prague. He warned the 
delegates in his most eloquent manner—words 
which remained immortal: 

“The world looks to Prague. It wants to 
know our demands; what we are striving for. 
Are we to content ourselves with mere words, 
or shall we truly declare: ‘we are resolved to 
end such conditions and we demand a Jewish 
State as a solution to the Jewish problem! 
The conscience of the world is awake; it is 
aroused against Hitlerism and desires to do 
something for Jewry. I warn the delegates 
to the Zionist Congress: This conscience won't 
remain awake too long. In a half year, the 
world will get used to the thought that one 
may do with the Jews as he pleases. How 
tragic our situation will thus be when the 
world will become callous and indifferent and 
persecution of Jews will as in the Middle Ages, 
become a usual matter. We are standing like 
a princess in rags before the world who asks 
us ‘what can I do for you?’ to which the prin- 
cess replies ‘Sir, give me a penny’”, 

* « * 

100,000 CERTIFICATES at a time like this 
is equivalent to “give me a penny”. What 
the Zionists don’t realize is the fact that Eng- 
lish encouraged Arab opposition does not de- 
crease by reducing our demands to 100,000, 
nor will it increase by our demand for one 
million certificates.

Perhaps the greatest criticism 
which can be leveled against the 
WZO is its lack of a “blue-print”. 
“They have no plan”, Jabotinsky 
declared, “they never had any 
plan of what they meant by col- 
onizing Palestine or carrying out 
the Zionist program. They never 
had one, and the first attempt to 
translate the word “Zionism” into 
paragraphs of certain demands to 
the Mandatory Power and certain 
demands to ourselves, the first 
attempt at drawing up such a 
plan was the Revisionist pro 
gram”.

THE EVACUATION PLAN as 
outlined by Jabotinsky may be 
stated as follows: “A mass colon- 
ization beginning with the dump- 
ing of the first million within the 
first year, the rest to follow at a 
slower but still accelerated pace. 
The Turco-Greek experiment of 
1923 (1,300,000 within a few 
months) has proven that such 
miracles are not _ impossible, 
though for many reasons are 
much more difficult in our case,” 

According to -Jabotinsky this 
plan coupled with the recogni- 
tion of the Jewish State on both 
sides of the Jordan and a scheme 
for the financing and organiz- 
ing the Evacuation plan ought to 
have been one of the “War Aims” 
of the democracies. In addition 
Jabotinsky suggested that a suit- 
able body should at once concen- 
trate on studying Jewish State 
projects to the exclusion of all 
piecemeal schemes for scattering 
refugees. “Every Zionist through- 
out the world “knows of course” 
Jabotinsky declared, “that such 
study can only give one result: 
the only suitable territory will be 
found to be Palestine—on both 
sides of the Jordan—whose true 
absorptive capacity is what I 
said to the Royal Commission in 
1937; ‘room enough for the mil- 
lion Arabs who live there, for 
another million of their progeny, 
for 3 or 4 or 5 million Jews and 
for peace.’”

tragedies of individual human 
life were ordained by God for 
man’s good and, what is more, 
at man’s request.

“Letters from the Desert’ ’is the 
dramatic and exciting account of 
one of these 30,000 Jewish fight- 
ers, of Moshe Mosenson, a farmer 
from the Kibbutz at Naan, as re- 
ported in a series of letters to his 
wife and three children.

The debt 
which the British owe Mosenson, 
his 30,000 fellow and the 
entire Yishuv is huge, which is 
one reason for the trickery used 
to suppress all knowledge of the 
magnificent Jewish contributions 
to victory.

This is an occupational name 
and means that your ancestor who 
first assumed it was a cantor in 
a synagogue. The cantor was a 
highly respected functionary in 
the Jewish community. The prime 
prerequisites of a cantor were a 
pleasant voice, a blameless life 
and a flowing beard. In past cen- 
turies the cantor was the man in 
whom all the artistic endeavor of 
the community was concentrated. 
Not infrequently he was a highly 
gifted composer, creator of imper- 
ishable musical values. Other 
names for a eantor are Chasen, 
Spivak, Shatz, and of course Can- 
tor. All these names have the 
same meaning as yours.

Birnbaum 

This is the correct spelling of 
your name. The name originated 
in Frankfurt am Main, where 
General Eisenhower has his head- 
quarters at the present time. In 
the olden days, houses had no 
numbers. Instead of a number, 
each house bore a painted sign 
which distinguished it from the 
others. The signs usually took 
their subjects from the plant or 
animal world. The Birnbaum 
House was so called from a sign 
depicting a pear tree. (Birnbaum, 
in German), 

Later when Jews were ordered 
to adopt family names many of 
them took their house name as a 
family appellation. In this man- 
ner a large number of well known 
Jewish families obtained their 
names. The Ochs family, owners 
of the New York Times, obtained 
their name from the sign of an 
ox. The Rotschild’s from a sign 
depicting a “red shield.” The Ad- 
lers from a sign of an eagle, ete. 
There were 197 houses in the 
Frankfurt Ghetto and from them 
197 different Jewish surnames 
were derived. 

There is also a town 
Birnbaum in the Prusso-Polish 
province of Posen. About 10 per 
cent of the Jewish Birnbaums 
have been named after this town. 
The town’s Polish name is Miedzy- 
chod. It has been part of Poland 
Since 1919.

"DONNELL (he’s that N.Y. Daily News 
O columnist) says he’s sorry for having 
given out a slanderous untruth against Jews 
but that doesn’t absolve either him or the Daily 
News and other newspapers that printed it. 
They will be absolved only when O’Donnell’s lie 
will have been caught up with and scotched in 
the last surviving of the weak minds that ac- 
cepted and believed it. 

If O’Donnell devoted all the rest of his days 
to catching up with it, there would still be a lot 
of minds preciously harboring his falsehood 
even after he had lived 70 years. Such lies are 
chewed and passed around from mouth to 
mouth by people of the O’Donnell kind. 

But no repentant O’Donnell is going to run 
after his falsehood to catch up with it and stop 
it. It seems O’Donnell feels satisfied with his 
conscience. He says he’s sorry and that settles 
it, or does it? 

Still it isn’t O’Donnell who is troubling Ameri- 
cans who had believed that the Nazi press had 
died with Hitler and Goebbels in the rubble of 
Berlin. After all, there are a lot of O’Donnells 
around—little people spewing spitalls—-and 


what difference does one more O’Donnell make? . 


What’s much more troubling than O’Donnell 
is the fact that responsible members of the 
American press—like the N. Y. Daily News 
with the biggest circulation—have descended to 
print and to circulate a slander patterned, in the 
Goebbels style, to the pet prejudice of hateful 
minds. (It’s seven months since Goebbels was 
reported to have perished in the ruins of Ber- 
lin but he still seems to be around.) 

As a member of the American press I have 
known it.well for many years. It has had its 
faults but it has always been proud of its tol- 
erance in matters of race and religion and of 
its decent respect for all deserving people, re- 
gardless of their race color or religion. 

THUS, IN MANY CITIES newspapers have 
a rule that no Negro in the news is to be desig- 
nated by his color. Long ago every newspaper 
in the country gave up the practice of pointing 
out Jewish wrong-doers in the news as Jews. 
This is in accord with the idea that the Ameri- 
can press should serve its readers with decent 
examples of social behavior. The American 
press must never be seen descending to the 
lowest denominator among its readers. 

Readers might engage in lynching but the 
press has regarded it as its duty to stand high 
above that sort of thing. Hoodlums among the 
readers might beat small Jewish boys and pull 
the beards of old Jews, but decent newspapers 
abhorred the hoodlum and poured down their 
contempt on him. 

Now for the first time in the modern history 
of the U.S. press some newspapers have taken 
up with the hoodlum. Anti-Jewish slander is 
found in American newspapers, like type picked 
up from a Goebbels print shop. Spiritual heirs 
of Goebbels in the United States were taking

up where he left off. 

The O’Donnell column in the N.Y. Daily News 
and other papers had to do with the matter of 
Gen. Patton being relieved of his governmental 
duties in Bavaria. According to official reports 
Gen. Eisenhower relieved Patton of his duties 
because he wasn’t satisfied with the way Patton 
handled the Nazis; but, acocrding to the O’Don- 
nell column, it was all due to the pressure of 
Jews. It named some Jews, including Morgen- 
thau. 

According to O’Donnell these Jews had been 
angry at Patton ever since the time he slapped 
that American soldier in Italy. O’Donnell said 
the soldier was a Jew and for that reason these 
prominent people felt resentful against Patton 
and finally got him. 


IT TURNED OUT that the slapped soldier 
wasn’t a Jew but a Protestant of German de- 
scent. O’Donnell acknowledged he had given 
out an untruth and said he regretted it. The 
N.Y. Daily News itself didn’t seem to be sorry. 
Rather it spoke‘ piously of free speech, as if 
free speech conferred the right widely to circu- 
late malicious utterance, as if free speech car- 
ried no implication of responsibility to use it 
decently. 

This was all something alarmingly new in the 
American press. What the N.Y. Daily News, 
and others, had printed was of the malice of 
boys who with soap scrawl “Jew” on Jewish 
store windows on Halloween; it was of the pat- 
tern of anti-Semitic falsehood hitherto printed, 
in the United States, in the sub-marginal press 
of racketeers and of the lunatic fringe. This 
press is despised by every reputable journalist. 

It was alarming to all Americans with faith 
enough to believe that “it can’t happen here,” 
that no persecution of any group can be suc. 
cessful here, that America will remain immune 
to the spiritual corruption by which the Ger- 
man nation perished. Their faith has been that 
it can’t happen here as long as the American 
press remains faithful to the essential decency 
of the American tradition. 

Until now these people could feel sure of the 
fidelity of the American press and any part of 
it. There was the bright old past of the press 
when florid oratory described the American 
press as “the palladium of our liberies.” 

Now it seems that it can happen here. Yes, 
the unthinkable did happen, but there is hope 
that this disgraceful moment in a part of the 
American press never will be repeated. The 
quick protests of many Americans 
as well as Jews—brought to this press a sense 
of sin against the decent things of the Ameri 
can tradition, 

A number of newspapers that buy the O’Don- 
nell column refused to print it on the day it got 
down in the gutter with They 
wouldn’t soil their pages with it. 

All that contains hopeful omens.

This Week in Jewish History 





By HARRY CUSHING 


EATH in Philadelphia of 
Rabbi Sabato Morais. A 


native of Leghorn, Italy, Morais 
was the descendant of Jews who 


fled Portugal because of the In- 
quisition. Owing to the _ with- 
drawal of Isaac Leeser as rabbi 


of Mikaveh Israel 
Congregation in 
Philadelphia, Mor- 
ais applied for the post and was 
duly elected. For a number of 
years he felt the urgent need of 
an institution in America for the 
training of rabbis on historical 
and traditional lines. The declara- 
tions of the Reform Pittsburgh 


NOV. ti, 1897 


Conference in 1885 prompted him 
to immediate action. Thus, after 
considerable agitation on the sub- 
ject he succeeded in establishing 
in Jan. 1886, the Jewish Theolog- 
ical Seminary of America. His 
scholastic forte was in the field 
of Biblical literature. In 1887 the 
University of Pennsylvania con- 
ferred upon him the honorary 
degree of doctor of laws, he be- 
ing the first Jew so honored by 
that institution. Morais sought to 
adapt Orthodoxy to the American 
environment, without sacrifice of 
essential values. The institution 
he established has created an an- 
glicized pulpit, and English-speak- 
ing rabbinate, and orderly and 
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aesthetic services. It has offered 
a modern Jewish education and 
believes in the freest and fullest 
secular education. 


* * 


Law regulating the adoption of 
family names by Jews in Aus- 
tria. It was Emperor Joseph II 

who issued the 
1787 edict requiring all 
Jews’ throughout 

Germany and Austria to. assume 
surnames for their better identi- 
fication. Before that time they 
had personal names only, like 
Moses, Abraham, Joseph, Isaac, 
and Samuel. That was a_ suf- 
ficient tag for a people which had 
been scattered all over the world 
and compelled to wander from 
place to place in search of home 
and livelihood. As these people 
lacked substantial possessions to 
hand down to their heirs, sur- 
names were not necessary. The 
things they owned were passed 
easily from hand to hand. Never- 
theless, as family names, became 
the vogue, they were ordered to 
be given to the Jews so as to 
enroll them among the populace. 
Emperor Joseph named special 
deputies to handle the census, 
which turned out to be a great 
harvest for these bureaucrats. 
Fancy was their mentor and 
whim their conscience. Those as- 
signed to the task did a profitable 
business, for no cost was spared 
by self-respecting individuals to 
avoid the stigma of an ill-mean- 
ing designation. However, abuse 
and indignities was suffered by 
those poor unfortunates who 
hadn’t the hard cash with which 
to pay for the more refined 
names. Had Emperor Joseph real- 
ized the unhappiness that in so 
many cases was to ensue because 
of the choice of name, he might 
have thought twice before pro- 
mulgating an order which he 
thought would show his enlight- 
enment

Judaism placed on equal foot- 
ing with Catholicism and Protes- 
tantism in France. Up to that 

time, of the faiths 
NOV. 13, 1830 recognized by the 
State, only the 
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Jewish had to support its min- 
isters, while those of the Catho- 
lic and Protestant churches were 
supported by the government. 
This legal inferiority was _ re- 
moved thanks to the intervention 
of the Duke of Orleans, and to 
the campaign led in Parliament 
by the deputies Rambuteau and 
Viennet. Encouraged by these 
prominent men, the minister of 
education offered a motion to 
place Judaism on equal footing 
with Catholicism and Protestant- 
ism as regards support for the 
Synagogues and for the rabbis 
from the public treasury. The 
motion was accompanied by flat- 
tering compliments to the French 
Jews, “who,” said the minister, 
“since the removal of their dis- 
abilities by the Revolution, have 
shown themselves worthy of the 
privileges granted them.” 


e * * 


Subsequent anti-Jewish laws ap- 
pended to the Nuremberg Laws 
of September 15, 1935. These laws 
had placed all 
German Jews be- 
yond the pale of 
citizenship. The newer decree em- 
phasized the medieval character 
of the new ghetto. They pro- 
hibited intermarriage u pon pen- 
alty of imprisonment. They for- 
bade Jews to employ female do- 
mestic help of German blood, un- 
der 35 years of age. They decreed 
the establishment of separate 
schools for Jewish children and 
they denied the Jews the right to 
display the German flag. How- 
ever, these new laws declared tha 
the Jew may display his own na- 
tional colors of blue and white. 
This was a privilege which the 
medieval state did not grant, for 
there were no Jewish national 
colors when, to take their place, 
the Lateran Council provided the 
Badge of Shame. What he saw 
in the Christian world taught 
many a medieval Jew to wear his 
yellow badge as a mark of honor; 
and it is evident that many a mod- 
ern German Jew, once opposed 
to Zionism and. Palestine, recon- 
ciled himself to the colors of Zion, 


and looking out from his ghetto, 
agreed with Boerne that it was 
the Nazi Germans with their. red- 
white-and-black flag who flew the 
Badge of Shame!

“It should be pointed out that 
during the time prior to the en- 
trance of the United States into 
the war, when several groups of 
children were brought to the 
United States under the spon- 
sorship of the United States 
Committee for the Care of Eu- 
ropean Children, there was a 
definite provision made by the 
immigration authorities in per- 
mitting the entrance of the 
children to the effect that no 
child was to be adopted. 

“In view of the foregoing, 

. we feel that we should advise 


you to inform those of your 
readers who have shown an in- 
terest in this matter that, at 
this time, it is highly doubtful 
that any family in this country 
expect to plan for such 
adoption.

Is The Conference Justified In Attacking The Committee 


HE action of the American Jewish Con- 

ference in attacking the American Jew- 
ish Committee and the American Council for 
Judaism warrants interpretation, for on the 
surface it may seem that these latter two 
organizations were merely exercising their 
right of free speech in presenting their own 
viewpoints to the public and to United States 
officials. 

If, and this is a big if, the American Jewish 
Conference is the democratically representa- 
tive body of American Jewry that it claims it 
is (The Post’s position is that it is merely the 
most representative body), then it is justified 
in its criticism of the opposition. For the de- 
cision of the Conference then became the will 
of the U. S. Jewish community, and the other 
groups, although they have a right to state 
their case and be heard, have no right, under 
democratic procedure, to do anything to con- 
travene thee will of the majority. 


The American Jewish community is a com- 
munity in a community, and the Conference 
proponents would say that the Conference is 
a democracy in a democracy. But both de- 
mocracies are imperfect, and that merely 
compounds the errors. 

Under a pure system, the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism and the American Jewish 
Committee would have every right to present 


Trust The Rank 


T IS highly doubtful that any attempé will 
be made at the current Zionist Convention

In a truly democratic Jewish community, 
such action would be abhorrent. Under our 
present set-up the American Jewish Confer. 
ence, as its pronouncement in this issue in. 
dicates, says the action is indefensible. The 
two opposing groups say otherwise. 

There is one other consideration. This is the 
first recent major attack of the Conference 
on the American Jewish Committee. Hereto- 
fore the Conference and its Zionist affiliates 
have not openly condemned the American 
Jewish Committee. The Post learns that the 
official Zionist word has gone out, in view of 
the recent action of the Committee, to fight 
the American Jewish Committee at every 
turn, that the Committee has acted treacher 
ously, is anti-Zionist, and should be opposed 
vigorously. 


And File Zionist 


This is certainly more healthy than that situa- 
tion which has existed for so long in which the 
aim of Zionist officials has been to always pre 
sent the bright side of the picture. The deuc- 
tion here was that the officials had no faith in 
the Zionism of the rank and file, and were fear.

Why Did Frankenstein Repeat That He Was 
Not a Jew—Fie and for shame! The campaign 
is over.

Is an issue that involves the 
competence of a Mayor of the City of Detroit 
of any more importance to a Jew than to a 
Gentile? If there is a tieup with anti-liberal 
forces, is not every citizen of Detroit entitled 
to know it? 








On the Frankensteen side, the method was 
more indirect but still deplorable. In many of 
his speeches, that gentleman went to great 
lengths to explain that he was not a Jew but of 
some other religious faith. We object! It should 
not make any difference in any demecratic elec 
tion what the religious faith of the candidate is. 
When such a candidate explains so carefully 
and with such emphasis hat he is not a Jew, 
he implies that there is something radically 
wrong with being a Jew. 


The type of campaign that appeals directly 
to minority hatreds such as the threat that ne 
groes will move into white neighborhoods is a 
vicious type of campaign. It makes for divisions 
and lack of unity that continue long after the 
particular campaign is over..

pR. MORDECAI KAPLAN’S 
OWN FAMOUS COLLEAGUES 

CONDEMN HIS SIDDUR 


(The three most eminent members of 
the faculty of the Jewish Theological 
seminary, Professors Ginzberg, Marks 
and Lieberman, have recently set forth 
their Views concerning Dr. Mordecai 
Kaplan's Sidur in an open statement in 
the Hebrew weekly ‘‘Hadoar.” A trans- 
jation of the statement by Rabbi Ben- 
jamin Bak of Baltimore, Md., and ap- 
proved as correct by Dr. Nathan Dra- 
zin, follows. Technical, legal argu- 
ments, of use only to scholars of Jew- 
ish law, have been deleted.) 


May the editor kindly grant us 
space in his worthy periodical to 
express our opinion concerning 
Dr. Kaplan’s Sidur and on his 
article in the pamphlet issued by 
the Society for the Advancement 
of Judaism. We have refrained 
fom making any public state- 
ment up to the present time on 
this painful issue in order not to 
debate it in the period of excite- 
ment and anger. We have waited 
for the battle to cease in order 
that what we say may be said 
with a calm mind and with seri- 
ous reflection. 

Sitting as a tribunal of three, 
we examined and _ investigated 
this grievous issue in all its de- 
tails and aspects and found that 
there was no reason or justifica- 
tion for the burning of the 
“Sidur” publiciy. In our age, es- 
pecially after the book burnings 
in Hitlerite Germany, this act 
constitutes an abominable deed, 
and we are therefore happy to 
learn that the Agudas Hora- 
bonim, the Union of Orthodox 
Rabbis, dissociates itself from 
that shameful performance. 

As to the Cherem (excommuni- 
cation) itself, it is true that the 
institution of the Cherem fre- 
quently proved to be a blessing 
protecting the Jewish people in 
time of peril. The Jewish com- 
munity in the Middle Ages, exist- 
ing under abnormal conditions, 
was forced to safeguard its pre- 
servation. The Cherem was the 
only method of compulsion for the 
Jewish Court, and on many oc- 
casions it preserved the integrity 
of the community and saved it 
from destruction and disintegra- 
tion from within. In our days, 
however, and under present cir- 
cumstances, we ought to avoid 
the use of this means of com- 
pulsion, 

In place of the Cherem, a loud 
Protest should have been issued 
against Dr. Kaplan’s_ treating 
lightly and disrespectfully the 
sanctities of our people; against 
the crude mutilation of the 
‘Shma,” in the recitation of 
Which our holy martyrs who 
offered their lives “Al Kiddush 
Hashem” expired, and whose reci- 
tation is still ringing in our ears 
from the mouths of martyrs 
Whose blood is not yet congealed; 
against the changes and mutila- 
tions in the “formula of prayers” 
established by our sages and par- 
teularly in the ‘Shmoneh Esra 
Which has become sacred in the 
Mouths of the Jewish people for 
thousands of years, and especial- 
ly against the unsavory introduc- 
tion of this Sidur. 

A broad exposition should also 


have been given on the lack of 
good taste in that Sidur—a 
“Sidur” full of inconsistencies and 
contradictions that evoke pain 
and laughter simultaneously. 

The editors took upon them- 
selves the task of editing the 
Psalms, to cut them and to trans- 
pose them, as if they were their 
own compositions. Nor did they 
spare the songs of later poets. In 
the “L’cho Dodi” poem of Friday 
evening by Rabbi Solomon Alka- 
betz, instead of the simple He- 
brew words al yad ish ben Parzi, 
the editors concocted ubishuoso 
toduzi; other such examples 
abound. 

The simple language of the 
prayers which emanated from 
the depths of the hearts of pious 
and worthy men who supplicated 
their Creator in love and _sin- 
cerity, was substituted by ridicu- 
lous and stammering Hebrew. 
The “Thirteen Wants” (p. 562 ff.) 
of the editors insult the esthetic 
taste of any Jew who has ever 
in his life become somewhat 
familiar with the Hebrew lan- 
guage. Such an exposition in it- 
self would have nullified. and ex- 
communicated the Sidur. The 
Cherem had an opposite effect 
for it enhanced in the eyes of 
many the work of a common man 
as the work of a skilled master- 

We are not unaware of the 
necessity of attracting the youth 
to the synagogue. The royal high- 
way to the synagogue is the 
“House of Learning,” the dissem- 
ination of Torah knowledge. As a 
temporary measure, however, it 
would be proper to beautify the 
outer form of the Sidur, to add 
at the conclusion of the services 
some prayers in the spoken lan- 
guage and even to repeat after 
the service the “Shma” in Eng- 
lish. Let Jewish children know 
what they are praying and to 
Whom they are praying. How- 
ever, a Sidur of this type must 
come from the hands of highly 
learned scholars. 

For the sake of truth we feel 
obligated to state that we do not 
question the motives and good 
intentions of Dr. Kaplan. Dr. 
Kaplan, instructor for homiletics 
in the Jewish Theological Semin- 
ary, is a great expert in his field. 
He is not at home, however, in 
Talmud and Rabbinics and their 
vast literature. He does not know 
the truth and does not mean to 
rebel against the truth wilfully. 
This is said with reference to 
Dr. Kaplan’s accusing words 
against the Rabbinic literature 
that remind us of typical anti- 
Semitic writings. 

So, for example, Kaplan _ de- 
cides that the Jewish Cherem 
condones assassination, implying 
that Rabbinic law permits the 
killing of the excommunicated 
person. We do not know where 
Dr. Kaplan heard this law, but 
it is a false fabrication. The Shul- 
chen Aruch (Yorah Deah, chap- 
ter 334) -decides that one is for- 
bidden to be beneficient to an ex- 
communicated person in excess 
of his subsistence, and that he 
(the excommunicated) may open 
a small business sufficient for his 
sustenance. One then can readily 
infer from this that it is permis- 
sible and even obligatory to help 
support within the limit of “sub- 
sistence and sustenance” (these 
are broad terms in Hebrew juris- 
prudence) a person under Cherem 
and it is superfiuous to say that 
one who would assassinate him 
would have committeed anu act 
punishable with death, 


Similarly, Dr. Kaplan’s attack 
on the Rambam is based on his 
misunderstanding, as many have 
already explained to him. Appar- 
ently, Dr. Kaplan did not see 
that particular decision of the 
Rambam in the original for he 
quotes only one abrupt sentence 
and does not copy it in its en- 
tirety. Had Dr. Kaplan seen the 
words of the Rambam in its 
original source, he would not 
have, as an honest person, ab- 
stained from quoting the law in 
its entirety. 

Again Dr. Kaplan quotes the 
“Sifri’ commenting on the Bibli- 
cal command “You shall not de- 
part from the instruction they 
(the judges) declare unto you.” 
Here, too, Dr. Kaplan did not es- 
cape from partial light-minded- 
ness in the use of sources. 

Dr. Kaplan also hastily decided 
that according to the law of the 
Torah it was necessary to burn 
his Sidur, because it is like the 
Sefer Torah written by an in- 
fidel (“Min”). Here, too, he did 
not understand thoroughly the 
law he mentions. The Talmudic 
law refers only to a “Min” who 
adheres to idolatry and who pre- 
sumably had it written for the 
sake of idol-worship and the Di- 
vine Names therefore were never 
sanctified in it- Furthermore, 
the Radbaz in his Responsa de- 
cides that whoso burns a Torah 
written by a Karaite (religious 
sect who believes in the Written 
Law only) has violated the pro- 
hibitive law of “you shall not do 
so to the Lord your God.” Surely 
this rule applies in our case, 
when not the handwritten manu- 
script of Kaplan was burned but 
the printed Sidur which probably 
was set by a religious Jewish 
printer who believes in God, the 
Maker of heaven and earth. 

Regretful and untrue are also 
Kaplan’s words of accusation 
which he thrusts against the 
Chief Rabbinate and the com- 
munity of Palestine. The inno- 
cent reader is liable to get the 
impression that according to the 
law of Eretz Israel the Rabbis 
have the authority to place armed 
police near every Jewish home 
to supervise that its resident puts 
on Tfilin. The truth is that the 
authority of the Rabbinate is 
limited to matters of inheritance 
and matrimony. The woman who 
was liable to be judged according 
to Ottoman laws is now judged 
by a Jewish Court according to 
Torah laws and according to spe- 
cial regulations established for 
her benefit and protection. There 
are far less anti-religious people 
in Palestine than in any other 
land. The charges of Kaplan have 
no foundation whatsoever. 

The destructive and angry 
words against the smaller Yeshi- 
voth (parochial schools) which 
have now spread in this land 
cause a very grievous impres- 
sion. In a time of misfortune and 
distress, when the centers of 
Torah in Eastern Europe are de- 
stroyed, Kaplan’s eyes look en- 
viously at the Yeshivoth estab- 
lished here, and he has nothing 
but complaints (and only in Eng- 
lish!) that they exist “by meth- 
ods closely bordering on the ille- 
gitimate.” Such words certainly 
do not become a person who pre- 
tends to speak in the name of 
virtue and good taste. 


Debates and polemics of this 
type are hateful to us. But we 
made an exception this time in 
order that people should not as- 
sume that our silence means ap- 
proval. It is true that many 
years ago we endeavored to per- 
suade Dr. Kaplan to change his 
course. When he published his 
Passover Hagadah we protested 
against his deviations from tradi- 
tions and the formula established 
by our sages- We wrote him a 
personal letter bearing the sig- 
natures of the entire faculty of 
the Jewish Theological Seminary 
and we reminded him of his mis- 
use of Rabbinic sources. “We

What the American Zionist Emergency Council is doing is Propa- 
ganda in the finer sense of the word. 

What the American Jewish Congress is doing about Community 
Relations and what the American Jewish Committee is doing about 
ditto (or is it the other way round?) is ballyhoo. The two organiza- 
tions are engaged in a ballyhooing contest so that it is pretty diffi- 
cult to say at any given moment who is out-ballyhooing whom. 
Imagine spending half a million dollars for research, tabulation, and 
collation and graphs and charts and means and averages and all the 
rest of it in a Scientific Study of the Secrets of Anti-Semitism and 
after six months to report that the way to fight hoodlumism is to 
abolish slums! Every half-baked radical has been spewing that at 
us for the past two decades at a penny a piece! 

+ * * 

FRANKLY, I don’t remember whether this profound truth was 
discovered by the Scientific Sociological Circus run by the American 
Jewish Committee or the similar outfit run by the American Jewish 
Congress. All circuses have lions and every circus manager is either 
a Barnum or a Bailey. 

Recently the American Jewish Committee has thrown something 
new on the market: an educational facade for streamlined—and 
pretty vicious—ballyhoo. It’s name is Commentary. We shall dis- 
cuss it at length some other time. Meantime, let me say that at 
least in this respect the American Jewish Congress is doing a piece 
of honest work. Its Congress Weekly is a good magazine. Come to 
think of it, even the World Jewish Congress is doing some good 
honest work in research on the present Jewish situation and in lo- 
cating relatives, and perhaps even in political activity. But its pre- 
tense of doing relief work is a fraud and its work in South America 
is a menace to iZonism. 

However, we are here to discuss the ZOA Convention. This is my 
last chance.

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THE ZOA HAS DONE very little work in Education; has done a 
good deal in propaganda, and, as far as I know, nothing of the 
ballyhoo type which can even remotely compare with either the 
Congress or the Committee. Thank God for that. 

The publication of the Palestine Year Book, of Mr. Nardi’s book 
on Jewish Education in Palestine, of Naiditch’s book on Rothschild 
-—-that is Education. But there isn’t enough of it and, except for the 
Palestine Year Book, the little that has been done is not part of an 
intelligently conceived and co-ordinated plan. 

As to what ought to be done, let me quote two editorials I read 
this week. One is in English, and you can read it in the November 
issue of the Jewish Spectator. The other is in Hebrew and I under- 
stand the delegates will have a chance to read a digest of it in Eng- 
lish at the Convention in Atlantic City. 

Says Dr. Trude Weiss-Rosmarin in the Jewish Spectator: 

“AS we see it, the Zionist Organization of America is sorely in 
need of a president possessed of high standards of Jewish educational 
achievements—amd not merely the eagerness for colossal numbers. 
In the past two years, the membership of the Zionist Organization 
has vastly grown. Unfortunately, however, this ‘expansion’ has not 
been accompanied by commensurate achievements in the Zionist 
educational realm. . . . If and when Dr. Silver is elevated to the 
presidency of the ZOA ... we would like to see the ZOA publish 
a magazine of the quality of the British Zionists’ New Judea, and 
books like Israel Cohen’s ‘Zionism’ and S. Levenberg’s ‘The Jews 
and Palestine’ recently published by British Zionist bodies. . . . Dr. 
Silver knows that Zionism did not start with Herzel (not a few 
American Zionists think it started with Dr. Wise!) He has a historical 
perspective to Jewish problems and a background of Jewishdearning 
on which to draw. ... He is among the very few Jewish leaders 
whose addresses have contents—-because the man has substance.”

SAYS Benjamin Schwadron in Hadoar (“Zionism in America’): 

“Owing to a peculiar set of circumstances, Zionist propaganda 
has been predicated on negative foundations” (the plight of the Jews 
in Europe who have nowhere to lay their heads; anti-Semitism) 
“But we know that the main strength of Zionism lies in its positive 
values, and it is they that give substance to our movement, and it 
is they that justify our demands for Palestine and for a Jewish 
majority there. ... The young generation of Jews in America is 
confused. The Jewish tragedy has awakened it from its slumber 
and implanted within it a sense of Jewish responsibility and devel- 
oped within it will to Jewish existence. Its knowledge of Judaism 
is very scanty, but it is willing to learn. It is in search of a content 
for its Jewish life, it seeks a theory of Jewish existence. .. . Herein 
lies Zionism’s historic opportunity.” 

Mr. Schwadron makes some practical suggestions: 

“The first step in the broadening of the Zionist base in America 
should be for the top leadership to work out a comprehensive pro- 
gram and a wide platform with a clear purpose. From time to time 
the presidents and officers of the various districts ought to be called 
together for instructions for carrying out the program and for dis- 
cussion seminars.” Mr. Schwardon suggests the publication of var- 
icus Zionist classics in English and the launching of educational 
programs for popularizing them. He finishes by warning that unless 
we give our many Zionist members some real content, they will soon 
leave the Organization, and that a Zionist who realizes that his own 
life is enriched by Zionism will work all the more readily for the 
Zionist ideal than one who thinks of Zionism as a mere reliéf-and- 
rescue movement. 

aS 1 GO TO PRESS I learn tHat Dr. Silver has definitely decided 
to accept the nomination as President of the ZOA.
